Republican predecessors of the present 
Democratic Administration created the 
conditions for it by despoiling tlie Govern- 
ment of legitimate revenues. This spoli- 
ation of the Treasury was accomplished 
in three ways : first, by abolishing the 
revenue duties on sugar while maintain- 
ing the sugar tax upon the people;

Chief among these causes was the Mc- 
Kinley tariff with its grievous obstruc- 
tions to the country's trade, domestic 
and foreign. While the McKinley law 
existed there could be no permanent 
restoration of industrial and commercial 
prosperity. But with the removal of this 
obstruction all the arteries of trade aud 
industry thrill with renewed life and 
energy. In the presence of the many 
harbingers of a beneficent change the 
calamity howlers will find it impossible 
to longer mislead the public. Prosperity 
is returning on all the wings of industry 
and is coming to stay." 


Xatiinilization Reform. 


The ballot is the most valuable herit- 


age of American citizens, aud whatever 
is done to discredit it is a blow at our 
llepublican form of government. The 
liberal policy as to the naturalization of 
foreigners was begun when the im- 
migrants to these shores were almost 
wholly of the Germanic race, the same 
which had founded the American Col- 
onies. Then no danger was to be ap- 
prehended. Hut, of late years, things 
have changed; the class of iinraigr.nits 
now Hocking to our shores, and. in due 
lime, are clothed with the rights of 
citizenship, are largely of the degenerate 
Latin race from the shores of the Med- 
iterranean, the Italian, the Slav, thp 
I fun, and others equally undesirable, 
because of their ignorance and their low 
state of morals. Nevertheless, this class 
are naturalized all over the country, and 
there seems to be a race between parties 
as to which 
shall add the greater 


number of these undesirable citizens to 
Ihe voting lists. 
A reform movement 


lias been begun in this behalf, and some 
courts have already made the.ir rules for 
naturalization more stringent. It lias 
produced beneficial results, and the re- 
form is growing. It is not so easy now, 
as it was twenty years agj, for ignorant 
and depraved men to become citizens. 
In this country Judge Yerkes is fully 
alive to the necessity of purging the bal- 
lot box by denying naturalization to 
improper persons, and will not hesitate 
to take proper steps to that end. 
In 


furtherance of reform in this direction, 
a number of the most reputable inhab- 
itants of Bristol, headed by the venera- 
ble ex-Senator Kinsey, have petitioned 
the Court to make certain changes in 
tlie administration of the Naturalization 
laws, which, it is thought, will close the

Tli« Pro and Con of Fall Filming.—The 


Old >*»llow System 
Mulching— 


The Use* of Weeds. 


We take the following from the Phila.

which may be of use. 


The management of the soil is at the 


present day a subject as important as 
the management of stock, and as the 
soil can gain or lose in fertility accord- 
ing to its treatment, the value of a farm 
depends upon the manner m which the 
soil has been cultivated. And not only 
does cultivation affect the soil, but the 
kind of crop grown influences it also, 
and changes its quality and texture to a 
certain extent. Many soils have been 
brought to a high degree of fertility with 
the aid of but a limited amount of 
manure, by growing certain crops, which 
not only cover the soil and protect it, 
but which also derive nitrogen from the 
air and add it to the plant food already 
existing in the soil. It is not only in-tne 
gain of fertility that the farm is enrich- 
ed, but also in the prevention of loss by 
so managing the soil that even after the 
crop is removed a protection is given 
against rains, heat and frost. 
While 


these agents are at times beneficial and 
important, under certain conditions of 
the soil it is necessary to guard against 
losing tha*. which was gained earlier in 
the season of growth. 


It is an advantage to plow some soils 


later in the fall, but sci«ntists are not 
unanimous in their opinions regaining 
this subject. It is advocated that there 
is too much exposure of the soil, by 
which large portions.of soluble matter 
are lost. Nature covers the soil always, 
and never leaves it exposed. Under the 
fallow system, practiced in former years, 
when "resting" the land a year or two, 
by omitting crops, the soil gained in 
fertility, yet the plow was not used dur- 
the resting period. The gain in fertility 
was attributed to the scanty growth of 
herbage, which covered the almost bar- 
ren fields, but the real gain was in the 
covering of the soil and the additional 
plant food brought down by the rains, 
and which was transformed into other 
substances by the indigenous herbage 
covering ihe soil as a mulch, and thus 
promoting the formation of humus. 
Learning from experience, it has occur- 
red to many progressive farmers that 
mulching the soil is to protect it against 
loss as well as to add to its fertility. 


Weeds are claimed to be Nature's 


recuperative crops, which repair the 
losses made by man. 
Weeds compel 


the indolent farmer to cultivate the soi 
to save his crops and they at once cover 
the soil with heavy growth as soon as 
the farmer ceases to have crops on the 
laud, If the crops of the farmer do not 
cover the soil so as to afford complete 
protection, tbe weeds make an attempt 
to gain the mastery, but when the crop 
is heavy and dense the weeds are kept 
down. Different soils may be covered 
by different weeds, even the poorest soils 
having weeds that will thrive on them, 
though not suitable elsewhere. If the 
weeds are allowed to produce seed they 
become a crop, but if plowed under thej 
add to the soil. 
The question then 


arises as to covering the soil in thi 
winter. If the land is plowed and then 
seeded to a crop in the fall, the soil is 
protected, but if this is not done Nature 
still makes a further effort, with weeds 
that spring up late in the season, to 
cover tbe soil with a mulch. The sub- 
ject is one that commends itself to the 
consideration of farmers, and though it 
is admitted that theory is at present in 
the ascendancy, yet it is believed that 
practical experiments will in future lead 
to a complete revolution in the treat- 
ment of soils after the regular crops have 
been removed. 
Shading the soil pro- 


motes fertility, and this gain occurs 
mostly in summer, but it must be con- 
served and retained in winter for use the 
following year.

The Corn Crop. 


The n'orJiVt statistics collected from 


the twelve States that produce about 
75 per cent, of the entire corn crop are 
encouraging in view of the depressed 
anticipation of the last month. They 
indicate a crop about two-thirds of tbe 
average, where a month ago the expecta- 
tion was of less than half a crop. The 
production will amount to about 1,300,- 
000,000 bushels, representing a wealth 
sufficient to pay off the entire national 
debt and buy up in addition the total 
gold product of the country for the 
year. 


The Care of Harness. 


Everybody who owns a set of harness 


knows thai it wilt last twice aa long if 
kept well greased and that a horse can 
work much better in it ii soft, than if it 
is allowed to become hard and stiff. 
There is a great satisfaction also in having 
the team looking well. So matter how- 
clean the horse may be he cannot pre- 
sent a handsome appearance if his harness 
is shabby. }Io matter whether the harness 
is of good quality or not, it can be kept 
black and soft. 


Tne capacity of the horse for work de- 


pends much upon his harness. 
Stiff har- 


ness tires and worries him. Oiling the 
liarnese will make it flexible and will 
inake it more durable. There is no bet- 
ter time for oiling harness tliau some 
stormy day on which outdoor work is 
forbidden bv the weather. A mixture of 
three parts neat's-foot oil to one part of 
beef tallow, is a splendid application. A 
little lampblack may be added, to blacken 
the leather; and also a little castor oil, to 
prevent the mice from nibbling. But the 
best way to prevent the mice from nib- 
bling the liarnese is to hang it in a tight 
closet and keep two or three good mouscrs 
about the barn. When the harm-as is 
Using oiled, is the proper time to make 
any needed repairs. This work also can 
be dons indoors on stormy days. It is 
certainly much better to do it then, and 
not to have vexatious breaks when plow- 
ing is pressing to be done. Very nearly 
all the lepainng that is necessary can tie 
done at home. It will pay to bave on 
iiand at all times a supply of linen thread, 
wax, a half dozen assorted needlee, awls, 
and especially an assortment of copper 
rivets. Strengthening weak places will 
iiol only avoid vexatious breakages when 
one is very busy, but may also avoid run- 
aways, not a few ol which are caused by 
the breaking of the harness.

ALL ABOUT THE FARM. 


Containing some Valuable SuKgestloim. 


IT is doubtful if any farmer has a suf- 


ficiency of manure for all of his crops, 
and the failure to use fertilizers liberal- 
ly cause* them a loss. Leaving aside 
the question of the superiority of manure 
or fertilizers, the point Is how much 
manure is on the farm. Plants must 
have food, and if the farmer is too 
economical in the purchase of fertilizers 
lie may save too much in that direction 
and lose much more by not supplying 
his crop with the needed plant foods. 


Tins is the season for preparing the 


asparagus bed. 
Cut down the seed 


stalks and use manure six Inches thick 
on the bed. Ifext spring you will have 
lurge stalks and plenty of them. 


THE profits depend on the condition in 


which the Held is left after the crop is 
removed. If the crop has been a large 
one, 
the land may be poorer than beforei 


and this loss of fertility lessens the 
profits, as a larger amount of manure or 
fertilizer must be applied next season. 
It is diflicult to arrive at a correct knowl- 
edge of the profit derived in a single 
year, but with the keeping of strict ac- 
counts something should be known In 
three years. If the yields decrease, the 
farmer should not hesitate to procure 
fertilizers if his manure heap is small. 


THE seed corn for next year cannot be 


too dry. Let the select ears remain on 
the stalk until the leaves turn yellow 
and the kernels are hard and dry, then 
hang the ears up iu a dry place. 


SCIENCE has disproved the rural belief 


that thunder sours milk. It is now 
known that the souring resu..ts from a 
fungous growth, and that this fungus 
is peculiarly fatal to nursing children. 
The old-time rural belief was that the 
concussion from thunder acted mechan- 
ically upon the milk, and firs; soured 
and then solidified it. It happens that 
milk sours during or just after thunder 
storms because the atmospheric condi- 
tions then prevailing are usually of a 
kind favorable to the rapid develop- 
ment of the fungus growth that sours 
milk. 


IF trees are to be planted in the fall, 


the earh'er it is done the better, provided, 
of course, the wood is thoroughly matur- 
ed. The tree may be taken up even 
before the frost has stripped it of its 
leaves, provided this work is done by 
hand. 
If planted out in Septemper, 


while the soil is still warm, new roots 
will put forth, and the tree will become 
well established for winter. It will not 
do to strip the leaves from trees that are 
not to be transplanted, as it will start 
the buds at their base, which ought not 
to grow until next spring. 
But the 


check of transplanting prevents any 
danger of this, and in a late fall may be 
an advantage, as it prevents the pre- 
mature swelling of buda that often 
makes the tree winter kill. 


BETTEK hire a little more help than 


to keep the boys out of school to help 
cut up or gather corn. 


IT is well to remember that it is mus- 


cle rather than fat that is needed by 
breeding stock, as fat leads to loss of 
energy, if not of health and vigor. 


FILL your hotbeds with litter in the 


fall so that the ground will not freeze. 
Replace this with manure in the spring 
and the planting can proceed without 
delay. 


IF not already done, it is now time 


to cut out all the old stalks among the 
raspberries and blackberries. Leave but 
three or four of the strongest of the uew 
eaues and treat the rest as weeds. 


To preserve the fertility of the soil, 


says the National Stockman, three meth- 
ods are being practiced by our oest 
farmers, viz.: notation of crops, ap- 
plication of commercial fertilizers and 
the use of barnyard manure. 


IF it is desired to increase the depth 


of the soil, do not turn up tbe cold sub- 
soil with a heavy plow, but go an inch 
deeper than usual, and take in another 
inch next year. Whenever the subsoil 
is turned up, however, no matter how 
little, give the field an application of 
lime, as it will exert a chemical effect 
on the soil and assist ia bringing it into 
better condition for plants. 


CLEAN seed is very important, and the 


farmer should not rely entirely on the 
seedsman. 
Examine the seed with a 


strong glass. It is less labor to pick out 
foreign seeds than to work the field 
over to destroy the undesirable plants 
that will surely put in an appearance 
after the use of such seed. 


WHEN young and immature stock is 


used for breeding purposes year after 
year, and the older animals sold, there 
is a liability of loss of stamina. 
The 


best specimens are procured from ma- 
tured parents. 


CROWED class rooms in the public 


schools of all parts of Pennsylvania is a 
problem which now puy.zles boards of 
control to solve satisfactorily. No mat- 
ter how school buildings are enlarged 
and how additions are made to the corps 
of teachers, it only needs a few months 
to show that more room is needed to ac- 
commodate pupils, and a number more 
of teachers required to take charge of 
them. This growth of the public schools 
of the state is its marvelous as it is grat- 
ifying, and as it proceeds must produce 
results of the most magnificent charac- 
ter in the development of a very high 
class of men and women.

Kicking- Cows. 


If the animal is handled kindly fi om 


calfhood, and the proper kind of person 
milks her—one who bus sense enough to 
control his temper—there.will be very 
little probability of the animal develop- 
ing the kicking habit. If the cow's ud- 
der is sore, or if one handles tender teats 
too roughly, the cow is liable to kick. 
If she does, it will be wise to handle her 
more kindly and gently, lest she repeat 
the kicking so many times that it be- 
comes a habit, for if it develops iuto a 
habit, nothing may serve to cure her. 
Young heifers, which have just dropped 
their calves, may kick occasionally at the 
beginning; and if the milker kicks her 
back, or strikes, or scolds her roughly, 
the chances are that the evil will be ag- 
gravated, and the cow ruined. Gentle- 
ness and kindness with daily cows is the 
best plan to avoid having kicking cows. 
But there are frequent instances where 
the kicking propensity seems to be trans- 
mitted in the breeding from dam to 
off- 


spring, and in such cases it will be a hard 
matter to effect a cure. As a rule, how- 
ever, kicking cows are the result of ig- 
norant and brutal treatment by those 
having them in charge, and entrusted 
with their training. 


Keepin 


How to keep eggs fresh is a question 


that should be prominent in tbe minds 
of poultry keepers, it may, perhaps, 
be objected that an egg can not be pre- 
served so as to retain the natural deli- 
cacy of flavor of a really fresh egg, 
which soon passes away. Still, eggs can 
be preserved in a manner to leave them 
excellent eating, and hardly distin- 
guishable from fresh ones, except, per- 
haps, by experts. If eggs are to l>c kepi, 
for a few weeks only, the matter is very 
easily arranged, a cool place being ;ill 
that is necessary, together with a board 
pierced with holes just large enough lo 
let the eggs stand upright without pas- 
sing through. Upon this board the eggs 
should be placed, broad end downward, 
so that the air space may not enlarge lo 
the sameextentas when the reveise way, 
as Ihey would not be the same evapora- 
tion of moisture from the egg. Wire 
latticing, if well galvanized, can be 
substituted with advantage for this 
board or shelf. In Germany eggs rms 
kept sweet for considerable periods liy 
being buried in fresh bran ; or a prepa- 
ration of lime and water is made liy 
adding twenty gallons of water to four 
gallons of slacked lime, to which about a 
gallon of sal t is added. When the water 
has taken up as much of the lime as it 
can possibly dissolve, immerse the eggs 
in the liquid so that they are quite cover- 
ed, about two or three inches of water 
intervening between the outer air and 
the topmost layer. A little lime must 
be added now and again, as the old lot 
loses its strength or gets-absorbed. Too 
much, however, should not be added, 
else the whole may turn into a solid 
mass. Water should also be poured in 
occasionally, as the quantity gradually 
becomes reduced by the steady ahsorb- 
tion.—American Aijeiuilluri^l.
